Washington, July 2U.—(By Constitu- 
tion Leased Wire.)—Developments of 
the day strongly point to the possibil- 
ity of the United States government 
taking legal action to end the menace 
of the nation-wide strike in the min- 
ing and railroad industries. 

It has become Lnown that the de- 
partment of justice is examining a 
mass of reports from numerous sec- 
tions of the country charging that a 
conspiracy exists between the striking 
miners and shopmen to restrain the 
movement of coal and interstate com- 
merce, Shrould these charges be sub- 
stantiated, it is likely that the govern- 
ment will take lega] steps against the 
strike Jeaders, and will prosecute im- 
mediately if an agreement is shown 
to exist. 

Much importance is attached in of- 
ficial circles here over the refusal of 
Sampel Gombers, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, to 
state whether or not a sympathetic 
strike of the 4,000,000 union workers 
is being planned. ‘Lhe labor chief's 
attitude has aroused great anxiety in 
Washington, although 1‘ was explained 
that neither he nor the *xecutive coun- 
cil of the fedegation is ympowered to 
call a sympathetie strike, which rests 
with the officers of the various unions, 
it is said. 

Coal Stocks Dwindle. 

Meanwhile there is a strong deter- 
mination of the government to provide 
the public with coal if the operators 
should fail in their attempts. Offi- 

cial figures pointing to an industrial 
puralysis if the cual strike continues 
for another three weeks have prompted | 
the action. ‘The figures are arrived 
at by assuming President Harding’s 
latest idea of having union mines 
operate “open shop”: under state and 
federal protection fails to materially 
iuerease the present output of ap- 
proximately 5,000,000 tons weekly 
from non-union mines. 

Present weekly consumption of coal 
is about 9,000,000 tons, which means 
that the nation’s reserve pile is be 
ing depleted at the race of 4,000,000 
tons per week. At the beginning of the 
1trike on April 1, the coal reserve was 
timated at 68,000,000 tons. 

Government experts, it is said, figure 
‘he reserve will be down to practi- 
sally nothing in three weeks, when the 
‘ountry, with a weekly demand for 
9,000,000 tons, will have to adjust 
taelf to a 5,000,000 tons weekly pro- 
juction. s 

Railroad Needs. 

.— Railroads will take, first of all. 
© 700,000 tons from the 5,000.000 
weekly supply for their own protec- 
tion, according to the U. S. geogra- 
phical survey. This, it is pointed 
out. can be done by seizing and con- 
verting to their own use any coal 
that is turned over to them for ship- 
ment, regardless of the consignee. 

There is, of course, the probabil- 
ity that railroad consumption of coal 
will be curtailed to some extent 
through loss of freight business from 
concerns that will be forced to sus- 
pend operations either wholly or ip 
part through the lack of fuel. 

Boiled down to its last analysis, 
the situation means that a large num- 
her of industries, nominally not in- 
volved in the strike question, would 
have to suspend operations. 

Situation Ripe. 

According to the charges being in- 
vestigated by officials of the depart- 
ment of justice, the situation is ripe 
for a wholesale strike of workers 
throughout the entire country. The 
convenience of such a mor? is pointed 
out by the fact that such industries 
might have to shut down anyway, 
thereby eritailing a loss of employ- 
men. to workers, which would give 
union labor an opportunity to come in 
on a sympathetic strike. A concerted 
movement of this kind would spell 
only one thing—a complete paralysis 
vf industrial conditions in the United 
Stutes and would have the apparent 
effect of collusion on the part of 
1 bor leaders, it is believed. 

Working from this angle, Attorney 
General Dougherty is understood te 
have ordered a sweeping inquiry into 
the probable connection of the two 
strikes, together with indications of 
the national sympathetic movement. 

Another meeting of far-reaching im- 
portance to be mentioned in official] 
circles at Washington is the news 
from Michigan that the state govern: 


ment is considering proposals to take 
over the mines. Much significance i» 
attached to the move because it might 
have the effect of breaking up the 
union of miners altogether. 

It is asserted that the powers of

Erwin, Washington. Ga., and Senator 
Hollingsworth, of the seventeenth 
district, and sper« s8 in opposition to 
the bill were made by Preston 8. 
Arkwright, president of the Georgia 
Railway and Power company, and 
Fermor Barrett, of Toccoa. 

Features of Thursday. 

Action of this committee in ad- 
versing the water power bill; the 
house judiciary 
committee No. 1 on the anti-picketing 
bill; the passage by the house of the 
biennial session bill providing cat

He was confined tv 
his home all day as a result of the 
whipping, it is declared. 

Tuck was met coming from the 
scene of the beating by the marshal 
at Winterville, who had been sum- 
moned to the Tuck home by Mrs. 
Tuck, who telephoned the police after 
her husband had been taken off. 

The marshal asked her the direc- 
tion: in which the night riders went 
and Mrs. Tuck could not tell him, it 
is stated. She told the policeman 
she had had a nightmare and dreamed 
Tuck had been taken away and 
everything was so vague she could not 
remember what had actually hap- 
pened. 

Bloodhounds were put on the trail 
and the marshal was going toward 
Dunlap when he met Tuck, stripped of 
his clothing, coming home.

TARIFF REACTION 
TO BRING VICTORY, 


Now Charge Republicans 
With Filibuster in Hopes 
of Delaying Vote on 
Measure.

If Tariff Is Issue in Com- 
ing Elections, It Spells 
Deteat for G. O. P., 
Belief.

Washington, July 20.—(By Con- 
stitution Leased Wire.)—Out of the 
voluminous discussion of the Fordney- 
McCumber tariff bill a complete re- 
versal of the situation in regard to 
charges of filibustering has occurred 
in the senate during recent days. 

Heretofore republicans in charge of 
the bill have made repeated assertions 
that minority members were employ- 
ing dilatory tactics and preventing the 
measure from coming to an early vote. 
Now democrats are charging that re- 
publicans are filibustering. They say 
a large number of majority membera 
are anxious to have the measure de- 
layed until after the November elec- 
tions in the hope of removing the 
question as a paramount issue in the 
campaign. 

Democratic spokesmen have twice 
in as many days made open declara- 
tiens to this effect, and have called 
attention to the time consumed by 
— members over the discus- 
sion of extraneous subjects which had 
no bearing en the matter under dis- 
cussion. 

Robinson Leads Attack. 

Yesterday Senator Robinson, Ar- 
kansas, gained the floor in protest to 
the several hours wasted by republi- 
can members on subjects other than 
the tariff. Toda: he went even fur- 
ther and declared members on the 
democratic side were tired of the pro- 
crastination prevailing and that dem- 
ocrats were anxious for the republic- 
ans to dispose of the tas.ff after cer- 
tain schedules pertaining to wool, flax, 
sugar and related commodities had 
| been considered. 

“When these items have been dis- 
posed of,” Senator Robinson said, 
“members on thi. side of the cham- 
ber will be read: to have the tariff 
voted on.” After those schedules 
have been reached, he added, the pub- 
lie would be able to determine which 
party was guilty of filibustering? 

So great has been the criticism of 
the tariff by the republican and dem- 
ocratic press of the country that crit- 
ics of the administration assert the 
republicans have slowed down in their 
enthusiasm over the bill, and now 
would be glad of an opportunity of 
removing the measure as one of the 
immediate issues which “recent events 
have combined to give it. 

G. 0. P. Propaganda. 

Democratic senators have declared 
of late that the republican organiza- 
tion was flooding the country with 
propaganda’ representing minority 
members as filibustering and delaying 
passage of the tariff as long as pos- 
sible. Republicans contended from 
the beginning that once the protective 
legislation was enacted into law and 
the country had an opportunity of 
viewing its benefits, sentiment against 
the measure would change. This has 
been the main strength of their reply 
| to the nation-wide criticism. 


| Now the democrats, although bit- 


terly opposed to its passage, but real- 
izing the ineffectiveness of _ their 
strength, believe that the sooner the 
bill is enacted the greater will be 
the reaction against the administra- 
tion. 

Political observers at the capital 
who have watched sentiment grow 
and die on the various issues as they 
come up are of the opinion that no 
better time could be found for the 
passage of the tariff bill than just 
previous to a congressional election. 
The anti-sentiment of the country will 
have ripened at the psychological 
moment and in view of the great wave 
of progressivism which has swept 
through North Dakota, Pennsylvania, 
Iowa and Indiana, it is believed that 
the democrats would come out with a 
substantial majority in the next house. 

Enough Issues Now. 

Republican leaders, it is said, have 
estimated the situation in this way, 
and are anxious to be relieved of all 
the burdens that are possible iy No- 
vember. Plans of leaders to postpone 
until the short session of congress con- 
sideration of the ship subsidy and 
bonus bills have presented cledrly this 
attitude. It is felt that the issues of 
the party are heavy enough for the 
time being, and it behooves them to 
retrench rather than take on new 
responsibilities. 

At least one thing seems certain 


from recent developments, and that is 
democrats are determined that the re 
publicans shall not impose the respon- 
sibility for not keeping eampaign 
pledges with reference to the tariff 
upon them by charging filibuster. Ut- 
terances from other members of the 
party in addition to those made by 
Senator Robinson are expected from 
time to time, and an attempt will 
be made to show that as much time 
has been wasted by the majority

The first day’s session in the twen- 

ty-third annual convention of the Gid- 
eons of America, which met in Atlanta 
yesterday, was brought toa close by a 
stirring address by Judge J. H. D. 
Stevens, of Nashville, state treasurer 
of Tennessee. 
\_ Judge Stevens spoke on “Person- 
ality.”” With the Bible in his hand, 
he addressed an audience that gave 
him the closest attention throughout 
his speech. 

“Here is where we get our per- 
sonality,”’ he began, lifting the Bible 
upward. “I get all I am and all I 
ever bope to be from the revelation 
that has come to me from it. Its 
personality comes to me from the first 
chapter of Genesis to the last chapter 
of Revelations. I love it for what it 
is, for what it says, for what it does 
—what it does for me. 

Comes From Holy Word. 

“T can measure a man’s personality 
by his talking acquaintance with God. 
There’s where he gets his personal- 
ity. There is a lot of difference be- 
tween the clothes a man wears and 
the personality that dwells within. 
That personality within comes from 
this holy word.” 

“There never was a time when this 
world needed devotion and loyalty to 
the Bible as it does today. We need 
to get back to the real personality 
that comes from the fundamentals laid 
down in this blessed book,” said Judge 
Stevens. ‘Today it is being lost in 
our public educational institutions. It 
must be instilled anew, for only 
through that personality can we see 
God.”’ 

The convention opened Thursday 
morning, with nearly 300 delegates 
present, on the Ansley roof. Because 
of the splendid work of C. F. Mann, 
prominent Atlanta Gideon and con- 
“ention vice chairman in charge of 
arrangements, and his colleagues of 
the Atlanta camp, the reception and 
registration of delegates was ex- 
pedited and at 9 o'clock the body 
was ready for the opening session. 

Tributes Are Paid. 

A song service, led by Charles Till- 
man, of Atlanta, began the program 
and was followed by prayer, led by 
Congressman W. D. Upshaw, who, in 
subsequent remarks, suggested that 
the Gideons include the United States 
senate and house of representatives 
in their Bible-placing program.

LAW FOR GEORGIA 


Senate Measure Adversed 
in Committee, While Ac- 
tion Is Postponed on the 
House Bill. 


DEBATE IS CENTERED 
ON A., B. & A. RIOTS 


Manchester Merchant 
Says Strikers Ruined His 
Business Because He 
Sold to Strikebreakers.

One of the largest delegations rep- 
resenting organized labor that ever 
appeared in the capitol was present 
in the house of representatives hall 
Thursday afternoon to protest against 
favorable recommendation of the 
anti-picketing bills introduced recent- 
ly in the house and senate. The 
house bill, framed by Representative 
Davis, of Oglethorpe, and _ Keith, 
of Meriwether, was under discussion 
in the afternoon and the senate bill 
of Senator Tarpley was discussed by 
the senate committee at night. Ac- 
tion on the house bill was postponed 
until next Tuesday while the senate 
committee voted unanimously to re- 
turn an adverse report on the measure 
following a short speech against it 
delivered by Chairman Dennis Flew- 
ing. 

The session of the house committee 
lasted more than three hours Thurs- 
day afternoon. Opponents of the 
bill were given one hour and a half 
to present their side of the case 
and its supporters were granted a 
similar amount of time in which to 
present their arguments. The Davis- 
Keith bill was discussed by promi- 
nent labor Jeaders who opposed it and 
by prominent citizens who live on the 
Atlanta, Birmingham and Atlantic 
railroad, who supported it. 

The Davis -Keith bill provides that 
it shall be unlawful for persons who 
are out on strike to picket public 
works, property of corporations or pri- 
vate citizens or otherwise to interfere 
with the corporations in the opera- 
tion of their business. Strong speeches 
were made by leaders on both sides. 
Chairman Guess, of DeKalb, presided 
at the meeting. 

Riot Scenes Reviewed. 


During the debate the details of 
riots on the Atlanta, Birmingham and 
Atlantie railroad since the strike be- 
gan on that line last year were re- 
viewed. Only indirect reference was 
made to the present nation-wide strike 
of the railway shopmen. 

J. F. Hatchett, solicitor of the city 
court of Greenville, spoke in behalf 
of the passage of the bill. He argued 
that the bill is general in its opera- 
tions and declared that labor organi- 
zations should not take offense at it. 


This va-| 
cancy was not filled at this meeting } 


He stated it was not directed partic- 
ularly against organized labor, but 
was framed to prevent violence of any 
kind where disputes may arise from 
any cause. 

The second speaker for the bill was 
Commissioner Joe Gay, of Meriweth- 
er county, who told of the heavy cost 
to his county in preserving order at 
Manchester and other places during 
the Atlanta, Birmingham and Atlantic 
strike.

THE STRIKE DEADLOCKS. 

Efforts on the part of the ad- 
ministration to bring about a peace- 
ful settlement of the railroad and 
coal strikes are reported to be hope- 
lessly deadlocked in each case. 

Employers and employees, ar- 
rayed against each other, seem to: 
have settled down for a long-drawn 
endurance test. 

Each group is said by the press 
dispatches to be “digging in” in 
preparation for a siege to the bitter 
end. 

In the case of the!rail strike, ne- 
gotiations between carriers and 
workers through the United States 
railroad labor board have been: 
broken off, and Chairman Hooper, 
of the board, has declared that “As 
there does not seem to be any 
possibility of reconciling the an- 
tipodal views of the carriers and 
the men on the question at issue, 
the labor, board and none of its 
members are now engaged in any 
further efforts along that line.”

Excessive perspiration, beg pardon, 
l mean sweating ot the feet is not 
only an annoying but olten a paintul 
affection, particularly when the soles 
ot the feet become macerated and later 
covered with thickened, horny epider- 
mis. ‘This sometimes disables the suf- 
ferer for days at a time, and at fre-

ointment made in the strength of two 
drams of tannic acid to the ounce of 
simple Ointment, and leaving an ex- 
cess of this on the feet encased in 
linen cloths overnight. In the morn- 
ing the ointment is wiped off, and the 
feet powdered well with borie acid. 
This may be repeated alternate nights 
tor from three to eight times, if neces- 
sary. When the thickened epidermis 
has peeled off freely, the feet should 
be daily sponged with a solution of a 
teaspoonful of alum in a pint of 
water, and boric acid dusting powder 
used regularly in the stockings. 

When excessive sweating of the feet 
is associated with foul odor, probably 
the best remdy is careful sponging of 
soles and spaces between toes with the 
strongest solution of formalin the skin 
will endure without becoming too ir- 
ritated. As a rule it is well to begin 
with a solution of an ounce of forma- 
lin (liquor formaldehyde, 40 per cent) 
in a half pint bottle filled up with 
water. Keep this of the fingers; use 
pledgets of cotton on toothpicks or 
longer applicators to apply the solu- 
tion to the feet, and allow it to dry 
before putting on stockings. An up- 
plication each alternate night is gen- 
erally sufficient, and from three to a 
dozen applications will overcome the 
trouble in most cases. A svlution as 
strong as one ounce of formalin with 
three ounces of water may be neces- 
sary in some cases. In the daytime 
the stockings should be impregnated 
with borie acid constantly. This is 
done by dipping the stocking feet in a 
solution of all the boric acid powder 
a pint or quart or more of water wiil 
take up while hot, and allowing the 
stockings to dry out. 

Low cut shoes are preferable to high 
shoes or “boots. In fact, the more 
nearly the barefoot state is approach- 
ed the less trouble the feet will give. 
It is very hejpful to go barefoot at 
every opportunity. Likewise, it is 
very healthful in a general way to go 
barefoot outdoors.

BAN ON PISTOLS 
WINS IN SENATE 


In the senate Thursday a constita- 
tional amendment was passed by the 


vote of 47 to 1, conferring on the gen- 
eral assembly power to prescribe that 
pistols and other sidearms shal] be 
borne only by persons in the military 
service and by arresting officers on 
duty. 

The bill was introduced by Sena- 
tor Golucke, of the 19th. Speaking 
for its passage the senator declared 
that 1,000 murder cases were tried 
in Georgia last year and 2,500 other 
offenses in which pistols played the 
role of weapon. The senator spoke 
for more than half an hour on his 
measure, 

Another bill passed by the senate 
was that by Senators Weaver and 
Aiken, permitting corporations now 
incorporated by the secretary of state, 
except insurance, bank and trust com- 
panies, to issue non-par stock, 

The senate adopted a resolution in- 
troduced by Senator Clay. of the 39th, 
empowering the secretary of state to 


sign the marketing agreement of the| 


Georgia Cotton Growers’ Co-operative 
aesociation, and .bind the state of 
Georgia by all the terms and obliga- 
tions of the organization.

| Fans Don’t Want Defensive Fighter; | |

Stribling’s Fall as Atlanta Card 


THOMAS 


There was a time, and not so many 
years ago, that a prize fighter was 
considered little better than the com- 
mon or mine-ruy of bum. It may 
he that the fighters themselves were 
to blame for this condition. ‘The 
higher plane that the fighter of to- 
day occupies is certainly due to the 
efforts of, the fighters themselves. 
It is not only tue champions who have 
raised the esteem of the general pub- 
lic toward the profession. 

A fighter to be snecessful must 
important of these in our opinion is 
the ability to reason. The fighter 
must not only reason, while he is in 
the ring, but he must study his pro- 
fession—for it is just that—the same 
as the banker studies business condi- 
tions or the manufacturer studies his 
market. 

The fighter has one thing to sell, 
his ability... If he has more ability 
than his opponent, he wins. If he 
goes into the ring half-trained, he is 
not making full use of his ability. 
If he is able to fight end puts up a 
half-hearted exhibition against an op- 
ponent, he is not using his ability. 

Ability Demanded. 

The public demands ability on the 
part of the fighter. It demands that 
he make full use of it in the ring 
every time he appears. If he hap- 
pens to be a fighter, they want him 
to fight. If he is a boxer, they want 
him to box. 

The public does not want and it 
has never wanted a strictly defensive 
battler. The people want action and 
they want both fighters to get in 
there and battle. If one of them goes 
down, they won't forget him if he 
fought a good fight. 

But if he lets the other man do 
the fighting and depends entirely on 
his defense tu stave off the attack, 
very soon he will find that his former 
friends are coming out to see him 
battle for the purpose, and with the 
hope in their hearts that he will get 
knocked for a row of kettles in jig 
time, 

He finds that if he never leade that 
the other fighter can’t land on him 
hurt him, and pretty soon he 
doesn’t want to be hurt. When this 


point is reached your erstwhile pros- 
pect is as dead as the proverbial 
door nail, as a box-office attraction. 

This sermonizing calls to mind the 
case of one of the south’s most prom- 
ising young battlers of a few monthe 
ago. This voungster, Young Strib- | 
ling. of Macon, at one time, had 
the finest chance of any youngster to 
go right up. He might never have 
been a champion, but he would have 
been a _— fighter and a drawing 
card that promoters would have been 
glad to sign, not once, but as often 
as they could get his name to a con- 
tract. 

Career in Atlanta. 


His career in Atlanta shows what 
his defensive tactics brought him. His 
first headline battle drew one of the 
largest houses that was ever drawn 
locally, being in the neighborhood of 
$4,000. At this time Stribling was 
a fighter. He could and would take 
them. He gave the fans action in the 
ring for their dollars they paid in 
at the gate. 

Stribling’s last fight here drew less 
than S600. This $3,400 difference is 
accounted for in the fact that be- 
tween these two dates Stribling 
changed froin a boy who would get 
in the ring and battle, to a big young: 
ster who hated like sin to get hit, 
who would never lead, who spent half 
his actual fighting time in clinches 
or in stepping out of the hugs that 
he wished off on his opponent. He 
battled all the local boys. If he ever 
won a battle by a knockout over a 
reasonably good boy, this fact has 
escaped our notice, and if he ever 
sailed into an opponent after his first 
few fights this fact was never re- 
corded. 

Stribling now finds that he is not 
drawing the meney at the gate and 
if he wonders why, he should see tha¢ 
he has not come up to the standard 
that the public requires of a fighter. 

There are, of course, others in the 
same boat with Stribling, but south 
erners know this boy, and the boot 
fits him so perfectly that it was hard 
not to mention his name. 

Hf¥e may change his tactics. It {s 
to be hoped chat he will. Unless 
he does, he is through as a fighter.

REJECT FORD BID 


COMMITTEE URGE 


'Chairman’s Report to Sen- 
| ate Raps Manufacturer’s 
| Offer and Advocates 
_ Government Operation. 


Washington, July 20.—Rejection of 
Henry Ford's offer for Muscle Shoals 
and enactment of legislation for de- 
velopment of the war-built projects 
in Alabama by a government-owned 
and government-controlled corpora- 
tion was recommended to the senate 
today by Chairman Norris, of the 
senate agriculture committee. 

The agriculture committee chbair- 
man’s views were set forth in a 
voluminous report, differing portions 
of which were supported by various 
members of the committee. Senators 
Page, Vermont; McNary, Oregon, 
and McKinley, Illinois, republicans, 
and Kendrick, democrat, Wyoming, 
the report stated, favored rejection 
of the Ford offer along with Chairman 
Norris. Senators MeNayy, Norbeck, 
McKinley and Gooding, it was stated, 
concurred with the chairman in the 


velopment along the lines detailéd in 
the pending Norris bill. 
Kendrick Modifies. 

One of those avhom the report said 
subscribed to the recommendation that 
the Ford offer be rejected, Senator 
Kendrick declared in the snate, after 
submission of the report, however, 
that he “would be glad to vote to 
opprove the offer of Henry Ford pro- 
vided a modification is made of the 
time limit of the lease.” 

The Ford offer provides for a hun- 
dred-year lease, and Senator Ken- 
drick explained that he favored the 
fifty-year _maximum provided for 
such leases in the federal waterpower 
act. 

The report criticised the Ford of- 
fer sharply, deseribing it as “the most 
wonderful real estate speculation 
since Adam and Evé lost title to the 
Garden of Eden,” and inquiring “why 
a warranty deed to the capitol at 
Washington is not included in this 
great transfer of government property 
te this wonderful corporation.” 

Own Plan Praised. 

The plan embodied in the Norris 
bill was as highly praised as the Ford 
offer was criticized. It .was  de- 
scribed as “the most wonderful plan 
for the development of power on the 
Lennessee river and its distribution 
over the southern states that has ever 
been proposed in the histury of our 
country.” Its features were outlined 
in detail and the prediction made 
that, if adopted, “it means the trans- 
formation to a great extent of large 
portions of the United States.” 

The report submitted today will be 
followed by another from the com- 
mittee next week, presented by Sena- 


tor Ladd, republican, North Dako- 
ta, and supported by those favoring
